Under the plan they advocate if the su- 
preme court should hold that a law con- 
gress enacted impaired or destroyed any 
of taese lights, and was a clear violation 
of constitutional guarantees, the congress 
could make such law effective by repass- 
ing it by a two-thirds majority. 


It would be comparatively easy for 


congress, acting in the atmosphere of 
heated controversy and aroused preju- 
dices to pass a law abridging religious 
liberty, suppressing free speech or expos- 
ing life and property to the excesses of 
mob passion.

EEAL AUTOMOBILE REGULATION 


New York state has enacted a motor 


vehicle law, with teeth for the control of 
automobile traffic. It .ought to serve as a 
model for other states like Wisconsin, 
which are sadly deficient in the character 
and adequacy of their regulatory laws. 


* In the first place, an applicant for a 


license to drive a car in New York must 
demonstrate that he or she is capable of 
driving a car. 
They must prove their 


competency to handle an automobile safe- 
ly. Every driver in the state must have 
a license, every driver must take this ex- 
amination. 


Revocation of licenses is provided for. 


Speeding over thirty miles an hour, or 
reckless operation of a car, is punishable 
by a minimum fine of SI00 and thirty 
days in jail, or both. On a third con- 
viction for speeding a license is to be re- 
voked. Speeders and reckless drivers in 
New York will hesitate and think twice 
before they deliberately flout the law 
and menace the safety of others. 


The efficacy of the law as a means of 


insuring greater safety on the highways 
rests, of course, with the authorities. 
They can ignore it or administer it indif- 
ferently, if they choose. 
The law itself 


is all that can be asked for public pro- 
tection, and if the officers and the courts 
do their duty it will greatly increase the 
safety of motor traffic in New York and 
will go far toward solving the problem 
of avoiding accidents and manslaughter. 
"We ought to have a law fully as drastic 
in the state of Wisconsin.

Here is a brief description of it: If a single 
hypodermic or intravenous injection of pure horse 
serum is given to man or another animal than the 
horse, a characteristic reaction occurs after eight 
or twelve days, in the form of hives about the site 
of injection or spread over the body, or a general 
edema, or strange joint'palns, or a peculiar type of 
fever. The protein of the serum is the "foreign" 
protein 
It would produce no such reaction if 


taken into the system through the usual process of 
digestion, as in rare or raw ir>eat. for instance, at 
least not If the digestive organs and functions are 
normal; if there were some such lesion as an ulcer 
in the stomach or intestine, or some deficiency in 
the digestive process then a wee bit of the un- 
changed horse serum might be absorbed into the 
blood and the effect would be the same as though 
it had been injected. Digestion changes the char- 
acter of the protein material so that it is no longer 
"foreign" but reconstructed to suit the body's re- 
quirements. 
This is probably all as clear as mud. but in| truth 


the whole vast problem of allergy, anaphylaxls or 
sensitizatlon, and its bearings on the vital question 
of immunity, is still under a haze which the light of 
research and study has yet to penetrate.

skins or wine made from them

Dr. "William G. Donald, acting university 
physician at Berkeley, Cal.. reports that a mechan- 
ician in the university accidentally discovered that 
liquid air immediately allays the Itching and starts 
the process of recovery, and this remedy has been 
tried with success on 60 cases, usually cne applica- 
tion being necessary.

years, workmen discovered a cache 
of gold—coins that date as far back 
as Revolutionary Days: 


A fortne of S2000 was turned up 


and it is believed that the total sum 
will amount to

thousands. 


An "armed guard placed about tho 
building will see that, every ounce of 
the precious dirt is sifted before it 
is carried away. 


For years, the house, in the heart 


of-the negro'section, has been con- 
sidered haunted. The legend is that 
an a^ed negro mammy, coming into 
possession of a fortune through un- 
known sources, buried it in the. cellar 
of the house and died ,01" starvation 
rather than reveal her wealth. 


Scores of families have lived in the 


house, none of them dreaming that 
their restlessness may 
have 
been 


caused, not by spooks but by the 
oroximity of a fortune—so near and 
yet so far away. 


"William Johnson.. negro 
laborer, 


first discovered a glittering gold coin 
in the yellow dirt. He kept his secret 
and continued searching1 for addition- 
al wealth. 


Then another and another of the 


diggers foumi coins, which probably 
had been secreted in a. wooden box 
long since rotted. 


The news spread quickly and with- 


in a short time 500 men. women and 
children wecj. digging with hands, 
picks shovels and sticks in search of 
wealth.
